One riM> ived from (ieorge Treat, Uk" well 
known piotn^er of California, better 
known ad tbe owner of the fam- 
ous race hors«, Thad Ste\-ens, 
dated at Mazatlan, says: "In order 
to give some idea of the violence of the 
eieourge in this city, out of the opera com- 
pany, nnmbering thirty-one members, 
seventeen have died, including the prima 
donna I'eralta, in h>is than throe weeks, 
and within two weeks iii'ire only live of 
the original troupe were left living. The 
meilical men were all sick and two of 
them died. The victims were liuried 
hastily and uncoliiiu^l. TIm'e hours was 
the usual interval betwet-n death and 
burial. Fur tiie bust we<'k the deaths have 
not averaged more than twenty a day. The 
disease is sweeping the interior towns like 
wildfire. The courts are all eleeed, the 
Judges having fled beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of Yellow Jack. The spread of the 
disease is believed to he largely due ui the 
ignorance displaye^l liy the physicians as 
to the chtiracter of the fever."
